The riots In India threaten to take 
on the character of an insurrection. 
The agitators are endeavoring to in­ 
flame the native population by repre­ 
senting 
that the sanitary 
measures 
taken by the British government to 
prevcut the spreading of the plague 
are In effect desecration 
of 
Indian 
temples and a trampling upon tradi­ 
tions. 
The people of India have un­ 
doubtedly many causes for complaint 
againt the British, but the vigor or 
thoroughness of measures to stop the 
spread of contagious diseases cannot 
be put In that catalogue. 
There al­ 
ways has been opposition to drastic 
sanitary measures among Asiatic peo­ 
ple, and every famine in India, every 
year of cholera or plague, has been 
followed by irritation and resentment 
on the part of the ignorant and preju 
(Fc’d natives. 


Spain, so long mistress of the seas, 
and the pioneer of national advance­ 
ment, has become degenerate and a 
fast waning power. Its Industries are 
suffering from lassitude of the most 
pronounced order, and threaten to be 
swamped in the serious competition to 
which they were subjected by more 
energetic countries. Spanish agricul­ 
ture is not excepted from this general 
decline. Up to the present day noth­ 
ing in the shape of farming machinery 
has been introduced, all farm work be­ 
ing still carried on by manual labor.

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A SPIRITUALIST FINED. 


Rev. Wheeler ie Arrested and After 
Trial is Fined $25 for At­ 
tempted Fraud. 
The 
Case Appealed. 


Rev. Ama' Wheeler, spiritual let and 
medium, together with his wife, was 
arrested on Monday evening at the 
residence of P. S. Stilling south of 
the city, the warrant having been 
sworn out by S. It. Adair and charged 
the couple with attempted fraud. The 
•ase was the outcome of the expose 
which occurred at Gilbert lake on 
Friday evening, wherejthe Cassadaga 
spiritualistic camp meeting has been 
in session for some days, and which 
his been attended by quite a number 
of people of that faith and by many 
more who went out of curiosity and 
to see what they could see. On this 
Friday evening Rev. Wheeler had ar­ 
ranged with Alderman Adair to give 
a sitting to a select party, the names 
of those who were to attend having 
been furnished the gentleman some­ 
time ip~adVance, which is one of the 
rules that the medium causes to be 
strictly observed, and the gentlemen 
iQ the party were Mr. Adair, E. H. 
Simmons, J. R. Smith, F. Ii. Johnson, 
Dr. A. J. Th abos, F. A. Farrar and 
George Brown, they being accompa­ 
nied by ladies. 
When the party ar­ 
rived at the boat house on Gilbert 
lake, an upper room having been ar­ 
ranged for the giving of seances, some 
discussion was entered into before 
they were admitted to the place where 
the spirits wero wont to walk. On the 
p lyment of $13, however, the party 
was admitted and were arranged in a 
half circle in front of the cabinet from 
which Rev. Amie Wheeler did his 
work. A table in the rear of tho room 
contained a lump which was control­ 
led by the “spirits” by means of a 
string which run into this cabinet. 
Wheeler, apparently, was nervous for 
he cautioned the audience in regard 
to attempting to take hold of any ob­ 
jects that might be floating around 
the room and gave other instructions 
to be followed out. He appeared in 
• black suit throughout and assured 
‘the audience that if any white object 
appeared they could rest assured it 
was not him and tho gentlemen were 
allowed to examine tho cabinet. The 
first appearance was “Fritz, the lace 
making spirit” and the audience were 
somewhat astonished at tho amount 
of cheese cloth that was displayed and 
which in the darkened room might 
have been taken for almost any kind 
of light goods. It was not long after 
Ibis that Mr. Adair was notified that 
the spirit of his father was present 
and he was asked to take a seat near 
the cabinet which ho did. It was not 
Jo: g before the spirit “materialized” 
and Mr. Adair in a tremulous tone of 
voice inquired “are you my father' 
and Mr. Spirit nodded his head twice 
which was enough for Sam and he 
ma ie a lunge forward into tho cab­ 
inet, closed rn on the spirit and was 
soon rolling around trying to get tho 
legs and wings of his captured prize 
under control at tho same tmio yelling 
tn his friends “I’ve got him.” 
The 
party carried caudles but it was some 
mo Jieuts before they could bo lighted 
as their matches were blown out 
repeatedly, 
but 
when 
light was 
thrown on the scene E. H. Simmons 
and Mr. Adair were found to be hold­ 
ing Wheeler, whose appearance was 
much different with the lights on than 
off. According to 
the statements 
of the gentlemen, ho had a cheese 
cljtli face on held tight with a 
band arouud bis boud, and was 
devoid of either outer or under­ 
shirt,

being black—in fact as Mr. Simmons 
put it, he was a “buto” and he knew 
it. The other members of the party

but because It Is realized that they are 
at the mercy of the first big power that 
takes a notion to gather them In,writes 
a W ashington correspondent. 
Japan stands like the wolf at the 
door. 
The telegraph has told how but 
for the demonstration of marines from 
the two United States vessels now at 
Honolulu the 
Japanese 
would have 
seized the custom house. 
It Is only 
because the “Yankees of the east,” as 
they are called, are afraid of the United 
States that Japan has not long ago 
taken possession of the Hawaiian Is­ 
lands with or without the consent of 
the so-called Dole government. 
Japan 
blusters and says she will have what 
she terms her rights, but it can be set 
down as a fact that Just an long as 
It Is likely that the Hawaiian islands 
will be annexed to the United States, 
Just so long will Japan keep on her 
side of the fence. 
She may be spunky, 
but she Is not looking for trouble with 
Uncle Sam. 
Few persons In the United 
States, 
even newspaper readers, fully realize 
the conditions which surround Hawaii, 
or are fam iliar with the facts 
that 
render the islands so Important a fac­ 
tor In commerce. 
How many know 
that Hawaii last year took all but 23.73 
of her imports from the United States? 
If, as is so often stated, it Is trade and 
commerce which shape our Internation­ 
al policy, it would seem a reasonable 
prediction that the business element 
of the country is likely to favor the an­ 
nexation of the Islands. 
There are however, as is well known, 
two sides to every story. 
The opposi­ 
tion to annexation claim s that our fa 
mons Monroe doctrine did not contem 
plate anything In the way of going out 
side the continent to obtain additional 
territory. 
When the land Included In 
Alaska was purchased of the Russian 
government It was alleged we 
were 
■.tretehlng a constitutional point. 
It 
Is rightfully claimed by the anti-an 
nexatlon element that the constitution 
says that the president of the United 
States shall never go beyond the lim its 
of our possessions. 
If we annex Ha 
wall, they say, there will be a portion 
of the United States which the very 
constitution will prevent the president 
from visiting. 
He could not visit Ha­ 
waii without going beyond the three 
mile ocean lim it, and, therefore, San 
Francisco would be as near as ever he 
could get to the Hawaiian islands. 
W hatever may be argued, pro and 
con, however, there 
are a few facts 
which all of us must consider In order 
to form an Intelligent opinion. 
For 
pxample.Amerlcan shipping has earned 
during the 
existence of the present 
reciprocity treaty for freights carried 


to and from Hawaii 
$14,182,500. 
In 
what la termed the inter-island trade 
It has earned the further sum of $1,912,- 
102. 
American com m ission merchant* 
have received as com m ission on the 
sale of the produce of the islands $4,- 
464,253. American shipyards have built 
vessels for the Hawaiian foreign and 
lnter-island trade, the profit on which 
has amounted to 
$466,917. The total 
number o f premiums collected by Am­ 
erican insurance companies on policies 
for life, property and freights amounts 
to $3,847,136. 
Americans have 
made 
profits from sugar cane raised in the 
islands and the sugar made therefrom, 
since the execution of the reciprocity 
treaty, am ounting to $20,861,539. 
If the Intelligent observer w ill take 
the tim e to consider what this really 
means to the Sugar trust he w ill see 
a point of tremendous Importance to 
the matter of the annexation of Hawaii 
which the majority of persons are In­ 
clined to overlook. W hat would be the 
effect upon the Internal revenue and 
what would be the effect upon the re­ 
ceipt* from the taxation of sugar lf 
Hawaii became a part of the

States? 
This is a very excellent prob-

Zola, “before he was a perpetual can­ 
didate at the Academy,” and Maupas­ 
sant, "before he went mad.” His goods 
and furniture were to be sold and the

Rows six feet apart are 
none too wide.

cultivate corn. or better, potatoes or 
bush beans between the rows.

greatest drawback is 
the red 
rust, 
which should on -o account be per­ 
mitted to get a foothold. 
These red- 
tinged plants grow very rapidly, but 
are easily pulled up. Every bit of rust 
must be burned as soon as seen.

course, very dry weather Just before 
or in fruiting will be disastrous. When 
the plants are well 
up 
cultivation 
should be by horse or hand hoe.

soon as possible after the plants are 
well started a good mulch of wet straw 
should be applied.

properly, need not binder the growth 
j of potatoes for a year or two.
